RADIO OPERATOR RIDES 


METRIC CENTURY 
Dick Schulze, AA6DL 


We were asked to assist on the first annual Metric Century 
Bicycle ride sponsored by Diablo Cyclists, a local bicycle club. 
The ride started at Northgate High School in Walnut Creek, 
thence over Mt. Diablo to Danville, Livermore and back to 
Walnut Creek via Dublin, Danville, Alamo and Pleasant Hill. 
There were three hundred sixty bicyclists in the event. 


As usual we had support from other clubs including Livermore 
ARC. One of our volunteers, MARTY GOODMAN, KC6YKC, 
from San Pablo, a bicycle rider, thought it would be fun to be 
a bicycle sweep. He took off at 7 AM all bedecked with boom 
mike and extra batteries up Diablo, keeping in contact with net 
control, RICHARD SHAPPEE, WASHQ4J, assisted by DICK 
SCHULZE, AA6DL. During the ride a group of five, including 
Marty, decided, with the consent of the race director, to make 
an extra loop through Livermore making the ride 100 miles, 
not 100 kilometers. The group finished just after 5 PM. which 
is about 10 mph including lunch and water stops. It's quite a 
burden to talk on a radio while riding only a short distance, let 
alone 100 miles. 


A total of 10 operators agreed to work this event and as usual 
all showed up on time and with batteries charged and 
eauipment in order It is a pleasure to work with such.a well 
prepared group. The other participants were: JOE 
GREGORY, WA6DQN, JOHN STUART, KM6QX, JIM 
SHELEY, KA6DXY, MARK GALBRAITH, NES5SIH, GEORGE 
WHITE, WA6MFO, DREW HANSON, KD6GLY, and LARRY 
BEVIER, KD6ZMH. Communications were through the linked 
system of Contra Costa Repeater Association which provided 
good coverage throughout the entire course including 
Livermore. 


DEL VALLE TRAIL RIDE 
Terry Dearborn, W6HPC 


On Saturday, August 27, 1994, six MDARC members served 
as radio operators for the AHA trail ride at Del Valle Regional 
Park. They were Terry Dearborn (W6HPC), Dick Liniger 
(KE6CEU), Craig Schirato (KE6DEA), Nick Schirato 
(KE6DIA), Jim Sheley (KA6DXY) and John Stuart (KM6QX). 


There were no injuries (to humans or horses) but there were 
two happenings familiar to most trail ride operators. Rita and 
the Vet decided to “pull” two horses at the end of the lunch 
break. Craig and the horse “ambulance” were parked at the 
dam and out of sight of the horses gathered along the edge of 
Heron Bay. The two riders had to walk their horses at least a 
quarter of a mile up a road towards an unseen ambulance. 
Craig drove in his 4WD from the dam towards horses he 
couldn't see. When they could see each other, he lead them 
back to the trailer. 


Often times riders miss trail markers and pass by check 
points and are later reported as "missing". By the power of 
HAM RADIO Rita, the ride director was transported back 


along the trail and verbally chastised the short-cut-taker. He 
had to go back down the hill and come up the correct route 
adding much time to his "performance". 


In the category of the unusual are two offerings. Terry was in 
a water ski boat that was transporting Rita from the dock to 
the lunch stop / vet check at Heron bay. On the return trip the 
Park Ranger patrol boat stopped them for having too many 
passengers. There were 12 in the boat which was licensed for 
1200 pounds. Luckily they were not ticketed but the boat did 
have to return to the muddy shores of Heron Bay were two 
“under 25 type peopie" waded ashore to be returned to camp 
by Craig. 


Rita, the ride director must have be clairvoyant when she 
borrowed a Park Ranger Radio for John to carry with him. At 
about 1400, while Terry was stuffing himself with excellent 
“munchies” at the camp, he was distracted by shouting 
coming from the garbage dumpster. Yes... it was on fire and 
there were “horse people” trying to quell the flames with 
broken hoses. Terry called John who called the Ranger who 
called the Fire Engine. After the fire-persons discarded their 
first hose (it leaked) they were able to bring the fire under 
control. They also had a chance to practice the use of back- 
pack breathing apparatus necessary because of possible toxic 
fumes. 


FALL TRAILRIDE A SUCCESS

Four MDARC members provided radio communications for 
the Fall Las Trampas Endurance TRAIL RIDE on Saturday 
September 17. This event included both 50 mile and 25 mile 
routes in Redwood and Anthony Chabot Regional Parks in the 
Oakland Hills. One hundred and thirty five horses and riders 
started; 10 dropped out from the ride either because of 
lameness.or the rider's decision.

Larry Bevier, KD6ZMH, saw the 
horses through this spot, waited an hour for a horse trailer to 
appear and transport the first casualty, and then moved to the 
ride camp in Bort Meadow until mid afternoon.

Terry Dearborn, W6HPC, set up a J-Pole in the shade at 
Marciel Gate and reported progress and problems from the 
third Vet Check point until the last riders past. A fourth 
checkpoint at the Grass Valley Road staging area was 
monitored by Larry Miller, KO6ZUJ, and his XYL, Joe 
Gregory, WA6DQN, rode with the Ride Director most of the 
day, later stayed at the base camp in Bort Meadow until the 
last checkpoint had closed. 


There were no serious injuries or calls for help, and the event 
was enjoyed by all. Our efforts were appreciated by the ride 
organizers and riders, who repeatedly expressed their thanks 
for our efforts.

A Japanese HAM friend of Tom’s has requested and been given permission to notify the Japanese Amateur Radio Association, the 
equivalent of QST, of Tom's departure. 


Tom was a member of the International DX Association, the Rag Chewer’s Club and the ARRL. 


Our heartfelt sympathies go out to Tom's family; wife Lois, sons Tony and Philip, and daughter-in-law, Carrie.

HEKATON AGAIN! 


On Sunday, September 4th, over 800 bicycle riders em- 
barked on one of several courses ranging from 25 to 100 
hilly miles comprising the 23rd annual Hekaton Bicycle 
Classic. It was a beautiful, sunny and warm day and 
somehow 361 miles of bike routes were covered by the 
riders without a single mishap of significance. 


How was this accomplished? Well, good planning and lots 
of luck helped a lot. But one essential ingredient was the 
communication network which kept event officials in 
constant contact with the check and meal stops, and the 
sag vehicles on the course who looked after the riders and 
their bikes. It was this ability to quickly meet the needs of 
the riders, coordinate shuttling riders who had to drop out 
and coordinate the activities of the event workers that 
allowed this year’s event to proceed so smoothly and 
safely. 


As in past years, communications for the Hekaton was 
organized and staffed by members of Livermore RACES and 
LARK, and South CoCo RACES and MDARC providing 
another opportunity for these Hams to rub elbows with 
their neighbors from adjacent counties. 


The communications network mentioned above consisted 
of a net control and helper, 7 Hams at six check points/ 
meal stops, 12 Hams in sag vehicles, 2 Ham biker-partici- 
pants, and a sag director and 5 sag vehicles armed with 
cellular phones. Keeping track of this vast array of opera- 
tors scattered over good portions of Alameda and Contra 
Costa Counties was no small task but was made possible 
with the use of the Contra Costra Repeater Association’s 
linked WA6HAM 2M repeaters. By having each operator 
select the repeater that allowed him to communicate most 
effectively, only rarely were there times when an operator 
was without immediate access to net control and the other 
operators no matter their location. 


It seems all who had a chance to observe this net in 
operation were impressed with the professionalism and skill 
of the operators. Some did not receive their assignments 
until the day of the Hekaton and others responded to last 
minute changes and even cancellations with mature 
cooperation. The Livermore operators were particularly 
impressive and reliable. And there were many examples of 
operators who stayed beyond their assigned times to take 
on additional communications and sweep responsibilities 
when the need arose. The users of the CCRA repeater 
system were remarkable in their courtesy and cooperation 
with the Hekaton net, which tied the system up for most of 
the day. It seems Amateur Radio got another boost at this 
year’s Hekaton!

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Bearings, Azimuths, Angles 


The ham community frequently deals with geographic 
problems which require the reading of compass headings 
for various purposes of locating Foxes, Jammers, Distant 
Countries, and the like. Sometimes confusion has been 
manifest over the air when we are giving direction 
information to fellow hams. There are hobbyists whose 
prime interest, called ORIENTEERING, is just this, with 
clubs located throughout the country. | would suggest 
that those interested find them out and visit them or their 
activities. In the mean time, you might want to know 
some terminology, and a few simple, useful calculations. 
Here is some useful Vocabulary: 

AZIMUTH: Anumber, between O and 360, referring to 
a compass heading. O and 360 refer to 
North, 90 refers to East, 180, refers to S 
outh, 270 refers to West. No Adjectives 
are used when using azimuths, it is just a 
pure number. 

BEARING: A combination of two words and a 
Number. The first word is always either 
North or South, the Number is always 
between O and 90, and the second word is 
always either West or East. Example North 
85 degrees East, is a Direction that is 
almost straight East. South 30 degrees 
West is as it says. North 100 degrees 
West, is improper usage, and that direction 
is more correctly described as South 80 
degrees West. 

DEGREE: A fractional measure of a circle. One 
Degree is 1/360 of a circle. 

MINUTE: A fractional degree, (1/60 degree). Also, 
60 seconds. 

SECOND: A fractional Minute, (1/60 minute; 1/3600 
degree.) 

GRADS: A European measure of angie; 400 to a 
circle. 

MILS: A military unit of angle Measure, 1000 mils 
to a circle. 

True North: The axis of rotation of the earth; 90 
degrees Latitude, Points to the North Star. 
The approximate alignment of streets in 
Seaside and Carmel 


Magnetic North: Where a Compass Needle points 
to; Currently located near 


Cornwallis Island, Canada 


Magnetic Declination: The difference between True and 
Magnetic North. Currently, in 


Monterey, California, Magnetic 
North is 15. degrees East of True 
North. 


Magnetic Variation: A slow drift in Declination, 


currently in Monterey, about - 2 
minutes/year.
